Situation Is Desperate. 


This in itself, 
from one 
who has 
f cohen always in the 
most guarded 
fashion, is surth lent to show the des­ 
perateness of the situation. 
The real 
crisis in negotiations is at hand. 
It 
is very acute, but if it can be tide i 
over for a few days without rupture , 
a basis of peace acceptable to both 
sides may com e very suddenly. 
But 
to sa le the situation now, Japan must 
speak, 
if on Tm s lay she has nothing 
to ofter, ail is over. 
M. W itte, even if 
he would. is powerless to take a new 
step. 
His hands 
are tied. 
He now 
occupies the role of an imperial m es­ 
senger who transmits his m aster's or­ 
ders to Baron Komura, and Baron K o 
mara turns them over to Tokio for the 
response. 
The conference room has 
ceased to be a place for negotiations. 
It is simp!} the place where the em ­ 
perors of the warring 
countries ex: 
change their communications by the 
hands of ’heir envoys. 
And upon the point of indem nity or 
reimbursement of "frais 
de guerre" 
under any disguise, Emperor N icholas 
has given the Japanese emperor his 
last word. 
M. Witte 
accepts it as 
filial and in writing Saturday informed 
the 
Japanese plenipotentiaries 
that 
Russia would have nothing further to 
say upon this subject. 
Russia would 
cede half 
of Sakhalin and pay 
the 
cost of the maintenance of the Rus­ 
sian prisoners, but that -was all. 
Em ­ 
peror Nicholas had given the sam e rc- 
pponse to the president through Am­ 
bassador Meyer. 
The R ussians gen­ 
erally seem not displeased with the 
situation. 
They 
believe Japan 
has 
been diplomatically maneuvered Into 
a corner from which, if she now per­ 
sists in her attempt to exact tribute 
with the alternative of a continuance 
of the war, she cannot extricate her­ 
self before the public opinion of the 
world. 
Japan 
here and iii 
Europe, 
they say, appealed for sym pathy on 
the ground that Russia had compelled 
her to take up arms 
to protect her 
life. 


In Favor of Japan. 


The fortune of war had gone in her 
favor and Russia, recognizing that she 
had been beaten and preferring peace 
to the continuation 
of the war, had 
agreed to ce ie upon 
every point in­ 
volved iii the quarrel. 
She was will­ 
ing 
to allow Japan 
full swing 
in 
Korea, she was willing to get out of 
Manchuria bag and baggage, and com­ 
mit 
herself 
to 
the 
recognition 
of 
China’s integrity and 
the policy of 
“the open door.” 
But Japan insisted 
upon tribute and because Russia re­ 
fused, prolongs the carnage. 
In that 
act they contend Japan would change 
the purpose and character of the war, 
which would cease to be one of prin­ 
ciple, but (fi gcnen ' 
irao a war for 
the exac tion o*. moi -v.

According 
to a high 
Russian au­ 
thority. who has been in a position to 
see President Roosevelt’s communica­ 
tion, it quite clearly showed that the 
president considered that Japan's vic­ 
tories gave her tbs right to ask for 
an indemnity, in fact, if not in name, 
and was also entitled to Sakhalin, and 
that lieu’ military occupation of Sakha­ 
lin gave her the right to the island.

Clearly Fixed by the Ar m ie s of the 
Island Empire. 
Gunshu Pass, Manchuria. Aug. 28.— 
Intelligence 
of 
the 
constitutional 
grants by the government has been 
received by the army, and general in­ 
formation relating to the Portsmouth 
affairs continues to reach here from 
three to ten days late. 
Since the 
Japanese reconnoitered 
the Russian center about twenty-five 
or thirty miles on Aug. IO, which re­ 
sulted 
in retaliatory skirmishing 
as 
well 
as the checkmating of a 
wide 
movement of considerable bodies of 
troops throughout three days, nothing 
important has occurred. 
During the 
long quiet there have been reinforce­ 
ments to both sides, giving the thea­ 
ter of war 
a much changed 
appear­ 
ance. 
The front has been greatly ex­ 
tended, made possible by the use of 
the wireless telegraph, and because 
of the unexampled size of the armies, 
the character of the third stage of 
the war, whether it be active hostili­ 
ties, demobilization or the garrisoning 
of contested territory, 
will be com­ 
plicated. 
The relative 
position of the 
two 
armies is 
comparable to that 
of a 
year ago, and the country immediate­ 
ly 
facing 
the .Japanese 
is 
almost 
identical with that which confronted 
them at Liaoyang. 
The acquisition or 
the railway and rivers by the Japanese 
at Mukden, together with their Feng- 
wangcheng communications, and Gen­ 
eral Kawam ura’s new' 
line of com­ 
munication and defense, running from 
the head of navigation on the Vain 
river across to Kaiyuan, with the oc­ 
cupation of the Changpaishan moun­ 
tain region, makes control of the ad­ 
ministration of South 
Manchuria as 
complete 
as that 
achieved in 
the 
north, by similar organization and in 
the rapid consolidation of these con­ 
nections, the destiny of Manchuria is 
clearly fr ed, regardless of other in­ 
fluences.
